This  Department  is  essentially  a  service  agency  created  by  legislative  enact- 
ent   to   deal   with    administrative,   regulatory,    investigational,  _  and  educational 


problems  which  can  best  be  solved  through  public  rather  than  mdmdual  action. 
The  organization  provides  for  coordination  and  cooperation  with  the  Fennsylvania 
State  College  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Department  operates 
through  the  following  bureaus: 

ANIMAL,  INDUSTRY :  T.  E.  MUNCE,  Director  and  State  Veterinarian. 

Prevents  and  eradicates  transmissible  diseases  of  animals  and  poultry,  includin? 
tuberculosis  of  animals  in  cooperation  with  Federal  Government. 

Demonstrates  to  veterinarians  control  methods  for  transmissible  animal  diseases: 

Supervises  vaccination  for  and  the  prevention  of  hog  cholera,  anthrax,  black  leg 
fitid  hemorrhagic  septicemia; 

Protects  public  from  unwholesome  meats  through  ante  and  post  mortem  exam 
inations  of  animals  at  slaughtering  establishments: 

Inspects,  licenses  and  furnishes  information  as  to  breeding,  soundness  and  con- 
firmation of  stallions  and  jacks  standing  for  public  service:  _ 

Enforces  law  requiring  licensing  of  dogs  and  providing  for  protection  of  live- 
stock and  people  from  attacks  of  uncontn  lied  dogs: 

Maintains  laboratory  for  diagnortie  research  and  ex)>erimeiital  pro.iects.

Makes  investigations  for  the  control  of  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  in- 
cluding field  tests  of  insecticides,  fuu.gicides  and  weed  killers; 

Maintains  collections  of  insects,  plant  diseases,  plants  and  seeds,  and  identifies 
specimens. 

FOODS  AND  CHEMISTRY:  JAMES  FOUST,  Director. 

Accomplishes  its  purpose  of  protecting  Pennsylvania  homes  against  harmful 
foodstuffs  by  sampling,  analyzing,  and  bringing  prosecution  under  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  foods  and  non-alcoholic  drinks,  including  milk,  cream,  butter,  ice-cream, 
eggs,  sausage,  fresh  meats,  soft  drinks,  fruit  syrups,  vinegar  and  kindred  food 
products ; 

Regulates  and  issues  licenses  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  oleomargarine ;_ 

Licenses  and  regulates  egg-opening  plants  and  cold  storage  warehouses,  maintain- 
ing regular  inspection  and  enforcing  twelve-month  storage  limit ; 

Inspects  milk  plants  and  creameries  and  re,gulates  weighing,  testing,  buying 
Hnd  selling  of  milk  and  cream  on  a  butterfat  basis; 

Protects  honest  manufacturers,  importers,  selling  agents  and  ultimate  users  of 
feeding  stuffs,  fertilizers,  lime  products,  linseed  oil.  paint,  putty,  turpentine,^  in- 
secticides and  fungicides,  by  means  of  annual  registrafions  followed  by  inspec- 
tions, analyses,  prosecutions  and  the  publication  of  the  analyses  of  these  products  ; 

Analyzes  special  samples  for  residents-of  the  State  at  the  rate  of  $1.00 
a  sample  for  feeding  stuffs,  lime  products  and  linseed  oils. 

MARKETS :  P-      TAYLOR,  Director. 

Investigates  and  assists  in  the  marketing  of  fjirm  products;  at  present  chiefly 
grain  and  hay,  fruits  and  vegetables,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  tobacco  ; 

Compiles  and  distributes  daily  market  information  as  to  supplies,  shipments 
and  prices ; 

Advises  growers  on  transportation  of  agricultural  products ; 
Assists  cooperative  associations  and  public  markets; 

Establishes  standard  grades  of  farm  products  and  maintains  inspection. 
STATISTICS:  L.  H.  WIBLE,  Director. 

Assembles  and  disseminates  essential  statistics  and  facts  pertaining  to  the  agri- 
culture of  the  State,  from  monthly  reports  rendered  by  hundreds  of  volunteer 
crop  correspondents,  information  which  assists  the  producer  in  his  sales  and 
interests  all  industries  which  deal  with  agricultural  products ; 

Cooperates  with  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Agricultural  ICconomics  in  joint  crop_  and 
livestock  reporting  and  publishes   annual  and  monthly  summaries  of  the  'data; 

Compiles  dates  of  county  and  local  fairs  and  assembles  data  pertaining  to 
their  success  and  results  during  each  year. 
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PREFACE 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  May  5,  1925. 
Act  No.  412  of  the  3917  Assembly  providing  State  Aid  to  Agricul- 
tural Associations  was  enacted  primarily  for  the  encouragement  of 
1  agriculture.  Incorporated  agricultural  association  conforming  with 
rhe  requirements  of  this  Act  is  to  have  received  from  the  Common- 
wealth an  annual  sum  equal  to  the  amount  paid  by  such  association 
as  premiums  for  exhibits  at  its  annual  exhibition,  but  not  exceeding 
U,000  or  12,000  per  county  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  on  trials  of 
speed.  The  1924  appropriation  sanctioned  premiums  on  livestock,  live- 
stock products,  horticultural  products,  handiwork,  cereals,  bees  and 
bee  products. 

All  but  thirteen  counties  in  the  State  had  one  or  more  fairs  that 
applied  for  State  Aid  in  1924.  The  eighty  fairs  applying  paid  in  pre- 
miums, exclusive  of  speed,  |149,050.89  of  which  they  received  from  the 
State  ?63.2.58.39.  In  other  words,  the  county  fairs  more  than  matched 
the  State's  fund  by  $S5,792..50. 

There  is  much  criticism  of  the  "mid-way"  as  conducted  by  most 
fairs.  Where  fair  officials  have  purged  their  exhibitions  of  undesir- 
^able  attractions  and  demoralizing  influences,  they  are  to  be  highly 
commended.  More  effort  is  being  devoted  to  the  enlargement  and^im- 
■iprovement  of  the  display  and  competitive  features  of  farm  products. 
The  amount  of  premiums  offered  for  agricultural  products  is  increas- 
ing and  fair  associations  are  working  in  closer  harmony  with  the 
various  agricultural  agencies  to  a  greater  extent  every  year. 

We  hope  the  publication  of  the  information  giving  the  names  of  the 
Presidents  and  Secretaries  and  dates  of  exhibitions  for  the  current 
^ear  may  produce  the  fullest  cooperation  among  the  fairs  and  ex- 
liibitors,  create  interest  and  lay  the  foundation  for  greater  effort 
and  high  ideals  in  the  improvement  of  Uvestock  and  agricultural  pro- 
rlucts  of  the  State. 

Several  new  features  have  been  added  to  the  publication  this  year 
m  the  hopes  of  enlarging  its  usefulness.  The  number  of  exhibits  of 
the  various  breeds  of  live  stock,  fruit,  vegetables,  field  crops  and 
wds,  and  handiwork  are  included  for  the  first  time.  There  has  also 
|been  compiled  a  list  of  county  ajid  statewide  organizations,  either 
r  rimarily  agricultural  or  closely  related  thereto.
